The Faculty of Arts at the Uni¬ 
versity of Alberta is exploring 
raising its entrance require¬ 
ments and accepting fewer stu¬ 
dents, according to dean Lesley 
Cormaclc. 

In addition, as the arts fac¬ 
ulty moves through the process 
to cut 16 low-enrolment pro¬ 
grams, Cormaclc said popular 
programs with high enrolment 
are next on the chopping block. 

“What we’re going to have 



to do is look at programs that 
have many students interested 
in them and we will have to 
come to some veiy hard deci¬ 
sions about things that can and 
cannot be offered anymore,” 
Cormaclc said. 

Cormaclc said an estimated 
eight per cent reduction in 
the number of staff in the arts 
faculty will impact the courses 
and programs staff are able to 
offer. 

“We will just no longer be 
able to do these things that 
people have worked so hard to 
build up.... For example, we will 
find it veiy hard to continue to 
teach Canadian histoiy. How 
can we be a university at this 
point in Canada and not teach 
Canadian histoiy? That would 
be a travesty,” she said. 

Petros Kusmu, the president 
of the U of A’s Students’ Union, 
said he hopes students can play 
a role in discussions surround¬ 


ing cuts to programs and class¬ 
es at the institution. 

“It’s definitely going to be 
unbelievably unfortunate. It’s 
just not going to be good. If stu¬ 
dents are a part of this conver¬ 
sation early on in the decision 
making process, at least we 
can have the ability to raise our 
input,” he said. 

Cormaclc said more specific 
details will emerge once the 
arts faculty sorts through appli¬ 
cations for the Voluntaiy Sever¬ 
ance Program (VSP), which had 
“a large uptake.” 

“We really haven’t fully de¬ 
cided what will be happening,” 
Cormaclc said. 

“We are certainly exploring 
the possibility of raising our 
entrance GPA and, a little bit 
like science, reducing the num¬ 
ber of undergraduates in our 
program because we will have 
many fewer faculty members 
next year.”

Coca-Cola cancels 
promotion after 
‘You Retard’cap 

Coca-Cola issued a written 
apology Thursday to the 
Alberta family that found a 
Vitaminwater cap bearing 
the words “You Retard,” 
placed as part of a promo¬ 
tion the company has now 
cancelled. 

“This word should not 
have been included due to 
the English connotations,” 
David Thomson, vice- 
president of still beverages 
for Coca-Cola Canada, 
wrote in a Sept. 19 letter to 
Doug Loates. 

“This includes can¬ 
celling the promotion, 
stopping production of 
bottles with these caps and 
destroying any remaining 
caps within our inventoiy.” 

The nationwide promo¬ 
tion saw a random English 
word followed by a random 
French word written on 
the inside of bottle caps. 
“Retard” had made the 
list of appropriate French 
words — it means “delay.” 

Doug Loates, father of 
Blake Loates, an Edmonton 
woman who brought the 
cap to light this week, said 
he’s satisfied. 

“I am happy with the re¬ 
sults and I have to believe 
this was an accident.” 

While his daughter was 
the first to make a stand 
for the sake of her 11-year- 
old sister, Fiona, it was 
her father who has led the 
charge. 

“Sometimes you have 
to take it on the chin while 
you facilitate a little bit of 
change,” he said. 

For her part, Blake 
Loates said Thursday, “I 
just wanted the word taken 
out of circulation, but Coke 
has gone above and beyond 
to fix this.”

State of the university 
address. Institution 
must be creative in 
building philanthropy 
and generating new 
revenue, president says 


Despite a setback in funding 
that means $56 million needs 
to be cut in 2014 - 2015 , the 
University of Alberta will not 
back away from its ambition 
to be world-class, the institu¬ 
tion’s president told staff, stu¬ 
dents and faculty Thursday. 

In a state of the university 
address delivered Thursday at 
Convocation Hall, President 
Indira Samarasekera unveiled a 


four-point action plan (see fact 
box) and emphasized the insti¬ 
tution has risen above challen¬ 
ges throughout its histoiy. 

Samarasekera told the audi¬ 
ence it’s clear the school is fill¬ 
ing an essential role and cited 
a report, to be released at the 
end of the month, which has 
tallied the economic impact of 
alumni-founded organizations 
at more than $330 billion. 

Samarasekera said the insti¬ 
tution has laid off 143 faculty 
since April and asked for co¬ 
operation moving forward. 

“We will be asking all of you 
to do things differently,” she 
said. 

Following the 35 -minute 
speech, Samarasekera an¬ 
swered questions from stu¬ 
dents and staff on topics 


including compensation, inter¬ 
national tuition and bench¬ 
marking against other top uni¬ 
versities. 

After listening to the speech, 
Petros Kusmu, the president of 
U of A’s Students’ Union, said 
he hopes the university’s ad¬ 
ministration actively engages 
with students going forward. 

“If budget cuts are going to 
be happening on (students’) 
backs, are they at least going to 
have a say in it?” he asked. 

After the address, Doug 
Goss, chair of the institution’s 
board of governors, said the 
university is instrumental to 
the province. 

“I’m going to continue to 
advocate for investments in 
the post-secondaiy system that 
I believe are going to leave this

Mayor Stephen Mandel is a 
man ready to leave. 

Following his last council 
meeting Wednesday, Mandel 
remains the mayor until Oct. 
29 , but much of the constant 
work of his office slows down. 

“There is no meeting ma¬ 
terial to read, there are no 
meetings to run,” he said in his 
last one-on-one interview with 
Metro. 

After three terms in the 
mayor’s office, he isn’t inter¬ 
ested in a conversation about 
his legacy. 


Two major projects: the 
arena and the airport redevel¬ 
opment were largely cemented 
this week, but on broader files 
like homelessness and social 
development, Mandel said he 
has tried to have a view past 
his departure. 

“We have institutional¬ 
ized them so they will be here 
much longer than we are and 
they can have an impact in the 
long term,” he said. 

Despite all that, Mandel 
said he is aware that some of 
those seeking to replace him 
can change what he has done, 
but that is not in his hands. 

“It is not up to me. It is up 
to the citizens. We have done 
what we can do for the period 
of time we are here.” 

Mandel said he has no re¬ 
grets and no doubts about his 
decision to leave. 

“I can make my mind up 
pretty good and I don’t usually 
change my mind, unless my 


wife tells me,” he said. 

Mandel won’t completely 
rule out a return to public 
life in some capacity, but he 
said for the next six or eight 
months he will enjoy the back¬ 
ground. 

He said he has no illusions 
that his importance ends when 
he stops being mayor and he is 
OK with that. 

“Even as close as Monday 
when the election starts I am a 
has-been,” he said. “I am look¬ 
ing forward to that.”

Airport construction 
started in Parkland County 


A group hoping to help replace 
the Edmonton City Centre Air¬ 
port has started construction 
in Parkland County, but the 
project has hit some turbu¬ 
lence in the form of commun¬ 
ity reaction. 

Robert Gilgen, president of 
the Parkland County Airport, 
was on hand Thursday while 
bulldozers started the excava¬ 
tion for his company’s pro¬ 
posed new airport. 

Despite the progress, Park¬ 
land County has issued a stop- 
work order on the property 
and many local residents are 
not on board with the pro¬ 
posal. 

Gilgen said he understands

“Our economy does so well 
in Alberta, and yet we’re just 
one degree of separation from 
those who are homeless or 
have just lost a job. We can’t 
leave anyone behind in our 
community,” said Bosgoed. 

A member organization, 
KARA (Kids Are the Respon¬ 
sibility of All), is a Parent Link 
family resource centre in 
north Edmonton offering low- 
income parents and children 


up to six years old a place to 
socialize or find resources — 
all free of charge. 

“We see people coming 
off drugs, or newcomers try¬ 
ing to make their way,” said 
KARA support services co-or¬ 
dinator Badriea Taha, whose 
small staff and volunteers 
raise a few thousand dollars 
each year to give back to the 
United Way. 

Calling it a “friend-raising 
campaign,” Bosgoed gave 
credit to government and 55 
community agency partners 
committed to the goal, plus 
over 400 public and private 
organizations running work¬ 
place or payroll fundraisers. 
The campaign goes through 
the fall.

Mayoral candidate Karen 
Leibovici has released a list 
of her campaign donors, but 
not all of her major challen¬ 
gers plan to follow suit.

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Species at risk, Alberta 
swoops down on oil well 
to protect nest of 
endangered hawks 


The Alberta government 
has swooped down on an oil 
company to protect a nest of 
threatened hawks. 

The province says it has 
ordered Calgaiy-based Crew 
Energy Inc. to stop operating 
an oil well near Suffield in 
southern Alberta. 

The government says the 
well is too close to a nest of 
ferruginous hawks, which are 
protected under the federal 
Species At Risk Act. 

The province says it has 
also cancelled the company’s 


mineral surface lease at the 
site. 

Alberta law prohibits high- 
risk developments within 
1,000 metres of active nests 
to protect the birds. 

The company must also 
submit a plan to restore the 
well site to its original condi¬ 
tion. THE CANADIAN PRESS

When graffiti artist AJ Louden 
met with Capital City Cleanup 
(CCU) last spring, he recalls 
the tension in the room feel¬ 
ing like a junior high school 
dance. 

But given their shaky rela¬ 
tionship, and the Edmonton 
Arts Council (EAC) mediating 
the council, the Israeli-Pal- 
estinian peace agreement is 
probably a more accurate com¬ 
parison. 

For years, the city’s graffiti 
exterminators and the aero¬ 
sol can-canying bandits were 
locked in a war — the artists 
costing the city thousands of 
dollars; the cleaners destroy¬ 
ing their work. The climax 
came in June 2012 when police 
seized work on display at the 
Paint Spot art galleiy that they 
suspected belonged to notori¬ 
ous street artist “DP.” 

Fifteen months later the 
walls behind that Whyte Av¬ 
enue art gallery are open to art¬ 



ists to paint as they please, and 
they have the EAC and CCU to 
thank. 

“There’s been a perception 
from the artists that Capital 
City Cleanup was out to get 
us,” says Louden. “I’m really 
happy that we’re moving for¬ 
ward.” 

“We haven’t had a relation¬ 
ship,” says Sharon Chapmon 
of the CCU. “This provides us 
an opportunity to work with 
the arts community in a legal 
fashion.” 

The Open Source Street Art 
Walls, a two-year pilot project, 
allows artists a legal place for 
self-expression on panels stra¬ 
tegically placed at three loca¬ 
tions. 

You’ll be able to view the 
Whyte Avenue work soon, as 
well as another wall beautify¬ 
ing an industrial area on 63rd 
Ave. and 99th St., but there’s 
already about 30 metres of free 
space at the Tweddle Place ten¬ 
nis courts in Millwoods. 

The CCU has some reserva¬ 
tions. It fears the walls could 
actually lead to more vandal¬ 
ism outside the parameters of 
the panels. The arts council 


has agreed to pay for any “spill¬ 
age” for 76 metres. 

If the locations or pilot pro¬ 
ject is deemed unsuccessful, 
the panels can be moved or 
removed 
complete¬ 
ly. Dawn 
Saunders- 
Dahl, the 
public arts 
officer at 
EAC, says 
this also 
allows the 
excellent 
work to 
be saved 
and dis- 
played, 
but that 
unsettles 
Louden. 

“ I t 
shows 
they feel some ownership over 
the artwork,” he says. This is 
taboo in graffiti culture. 

The panels also don’t reach 
the ground, which is awkward 
for painters, and the arbitraiy 
division between panel and 
wall confines an art form 
that’s not supposed to be. 


Moving forward

Saunders-Dahl hopes the 
artists can paint walls — and 
more of them — after the pi¬ 
lot, but is confident this is a 
good start. “It’s something we 
need to nurture because it’s 
happening whether we like it 
or not.” 

Indeed, heavy crackdowns 
forced artists underground. 
The free walls could enable a 
more organized scene since 
artists won’t have to burrow 
into the night or slippeiy sew¬ 
er tunnels. 

Best of all, it encourages 
better work. Art done hastily 
looks so, and when there are 
severe restrictions the first 
thing to go is quality. 

Edmonton has a small 
but healthy street art scene 
but their public works pales 
in comparison to what you 
might find on Toronto’s Queen 
Street, where there’s been a 
blind-eye policy. 

It’s unlikely the walls will 
end illegal graffiti, since both 
the thrill of painting new 
places and the thrill of mis¬ 
chief is ingrained in the cul¬ 
ture. But at least the artists and 
art, legal or not, will improve.

Mayoral candidate Don Ive¬ 
son is pledging to find two 
per cent from the city’s 
budget every year to help 
keep a hold on property tax 
increases. 

The plan announced 
Thursday is called “Council’s 
two per cent” and would see 
the city work constantly to¬ 
ward trimming two per cent 
from the city’s budget every 
year. 

“There are always ways to 
find efficiencies without jeop¬ 
ardizing the quality of servi¬ 
ces,” said Iveson.

saw the vehicle run red lights 
and reach speeds over 100 
km/h, could have been much 
more dangerous. 

“At certain speeds, ground 
units no longer give chase, and 
when a suspect doesn’t think 
they’re being pursued, they 
tend to slow down,” said Const. 
Chris Anderson, an EPS Tactical 
Flight Officer. 

Boasting a 98.9 per cent ap¬ 
prehension rate, Air One also 
works with RCMP in outlying 
areas and to find missing chil¬ 
dren or Alzheimer’s patients. 
As well, the helicopter works 
proactively in high-crime areas, 
looking for suspicious activities 
from its aerial vantage point. 

Air One is also able to work 
in darkness thanks to a FLIR 
(Forward Looking Infra-Red) 
which measures differences in 
surface temperatures — cars, 
colours, people, movement — 
all visible on the on-board com¬ 
puter. 

“It’s a coordinated approach 
between air and ground,” said 
Anderson.

Canada forced to defend its 
human-rights record at UN 


Review. Envoy 
rejects calls for a 
national review to 
end violence against 
aboriginal women 


Cuba, Iran, Belarus and Russia 
used a United Nations body 
Thursday to criticize Canada’s 
human-rights record, as the 
Canadian envoy rejected calls 
to develop a comprehensive 
national review to end violence 
against aboriginal women. 

Canada was responding 
Thursday to the UN Human 
Rights Council, which is con¬ 
ducting its Universal Periodic 
Review of Canada’s rights rec¬ 
ord, on a wide range of issues 


from poverty, immigration and 
the criminal justice system. 

Countries have their rights 
records reviewed eveiy four 
years by the Geneva-based UN 
forum, but the Harper govern¬ 
ment has been skeptical in 
part because it allows countries 
with dubious rights records to 
criticize Canada. On Thursday, 
that happened again. 

Cuba said it deplored Can¬ 
ada’s rejection of one of its 
human-rights recommenda¬ 
tions, while Iran took Canada 
to task for rejecting four that it 
had made. 

Belarus blasted Canada for 
not doing enough to combat 
child prostitution, and said 
it should allow a series of UN 
special rapporteurs to come 
to Canada investigate various 


topics. 

Russia said it was “bewil¬ 
dered” that Canada rejected a 
recommendation related to the 
“brutal beating” of a Russian 
national in a Calgaiy jail cell. 

Canada’s ambassador to the 
UN in Geneva, Elissa Golberg, 
offered a brief rebuttal to Bela¬ 
rus, saying it should allow UN 
rapporteurs to visit, but did 
not engage directly with the 
other countries that criticized 
Canada. 

“Canada is proud of its 
human-rights record, and our 
peaceful and diverse society,” 
Golberg told the session. 

While no society is entirely 
free of discrimination, she 
noted, Canada has “a strong 
legal and policy framework for 
the promotion and protection

of human rights, and an in¬ 
dependent court system.” 

Recommendations from 
those countries were among 
the 40 of 162 that Canada chose 
to reject. 

That also included a rejec¬ 
tion of a series of resolutions 
calling on Canada to undertake 
sweeping national reviews of 
violence against aboriginal 
women.

Ottawa football team to 
drop Redskins name, logo 


After more than a year of pres¬ 
sure from Ottawa-area Ojibway 
musician Ian Campeau, the 
Nepean Redskins football team 
is poised to drop its name and 
logo in favour of a new one. 

“As a community sport or¬ 
ganization, the Club aims to 
provide a healthy and positive 
environment for the youth 
in our programs, encourage 
sportsmanship at all levels of 
play and instill a sense of pride 
and support for our community 
both on and off the field,” Steve 
Dean, president of the Nepean 
Redskins Football Club said in a 


press released issued Thursday. 

According to the release, the 
transition is predicted to cost 
in excess of $100,000 and may 
take a number of years. 

Campeau, also known as 
DJ NDN in Ottawa electronic- 
music group A Tribe Called 
Red, argued Redskins is 
“racially offensive” and needs 
to change.

Connor Boyd’s friend Kay¬ 
la Bennett wrote on her Face- 
book page: “Connor Boyd you 
were such an amazing per¬ 
son. I have known you since 
elementary school. Everyone 
knows you by your laugh or 
how you knew everything 
about everything!! I can’t 
believe you are gone!! ... you 
will be missed.” 

On Thursday police re¬ 
leased a series of statements 
from grieving families, in¬ 
cluding Kyle Nash’s: “The 
family of Kyle Nash are dev¬ 
astated by his tragic and pre¬ 
mature death. He was deeply 
loved. They thank everyone 
for their support and ask 
for privacy to grieve at this 
time.” 

A statement issued on be¬ 
half of Karen Krzyzewski’s 


family reads: “We are very 
saddened by the loss of Karen. 
She was a gentle spirit who 
was caring and compassion¬ 
ate to others. She loved life 
to the fullest. Karen was the 
mother of two young adult 
children. She is survived by 
her parents and a brother 
and two sisters. She will be 
mourned by family and many 
friends.

were arrested when Russian 
coast guard officers boarded 
their vessel, which Green¬ 
peace says was in international 
waters. 

Ferguson said at least 15 
members of the coast guard 
used helicopters and ropes to 
rappel on board the Arctic Sun¬ 
rise, a Greenpeace ship carry¬ 
ing a crew bent on protesting 
offshore oil drilling in the Arc¬ 
tic. The crew was being held 
in the ship’s mess, she said, 
adding no injuries have been 
reported. 

The incident took place 
Thursday as the ship was circ¬ 
ling an oil platform in the 
Pechora Sea, an arm of the 
Barents Sea. The platform was 
owned by Gazprom, a Russian 
oil company. 

Ferguson decried the inci¬ 
dent, saying Russian authorities 
had no jurisdiction over a ship 
that was sailing in internation¬ 
al waters and had no need to 
resort to threatening tactics.

By early Thursday, $91,855 in 
donations had been made. 

Whittington, a 27-year-old 
accounts manager for a mar¬ 
keting firm, said he decided to 
tiy to raise money for James 
after reading about his hon¬ 
esty. Now Whittington says 
he’s overwhelmed by the gen¬ 
erosity of strangers. 

“The fact that he’s in the 
situation he is, being home¬ 
less, it blew my mind that 
he would do this (turn in the 
backpack),” Whittington said 
Wednesday.

When the rain-soaked 
hillside, drenched by days of 
rain, gave way, it swept up 
Gomez in a wave of dirt that 
covered her entirely, leaving 
only a small air pocket be¬ 
tween her and her baby. 

Eventually, relatives came 
from a nearby house and dug 
her and the baby out. 

THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 


were approached by several 
men who offered to gain 
permission to shoot photos 
in the building. Once inside, 
the pair was attacked. The 
male colleague was beaten 
and tied up while the attack¬ 
ers took turns raping the 
woman. 

The Mumbai charges 
come a little more than a 
week after a New Delhi court 
sentenced four men to death 
for the fatal gang rape of a 
23-year-old medical student 
on a moving bus in the cap¬ 
ital last December.

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Gen Yers aid Syrian refugees

Eveiy morning, Dina El-Kassa- 
by heads to the Zaatari, Jordan 
refugee camp. The enormous 
site, located seven kilometres 
across the border from Syria 
in northern Jordan, requires 
an enormous staff. It has 
quickly grown from nothing 
to housing some 150,000 Syr¬ 
ian refugees in one year. And 
they have nowhere to go. 

El-Kassaby, a 22-year-old 
from Vancouver, is one of the 
surprising number of young 
Westerners who’ve opted to 
work there. 

“There’s a stereotype that 
refugees are lazy,” she notes. 
“That’s false as far as Syrians 
are concerned. There are 
nurses, teachers, lawyers, and 
truck drivers here. Almost 
everyone I talk to asks about 
work opportunities. Women 
are well-educated, too.” 

Down Zaatari’s main 
thoroughfare, refugees have 
set up myriads of unofficial 
shops, selling eveiything from 
shampoo to wedding dresses. 
They call the dusty patch the 
“Champs Elysees.” 

Perhaps it’s this civilized 
aspect of the Syrian conflict 
that inspires young Western¬ 
ers to help: After all, until a 
year ago the refugees lived 
middle-class lives not unlike 
ours. Or perhaps it’s the rec¬ 
ognition that we could find 
ourselves in the same situa-

tion. Or is it shame over the 
fact that 100,000 Syrians have 
been killed, more than 4.2 
million people are displaced 
within Syria and two million 
have fled to other countries, 
while the West dithers over a 
course of action? 

David Lampert, an 18-year- 
old from Vermont, asked his 
online Arabic teacher how to 
volunteer in Jordan, and trav¬ 
elled to the town of Mafraq 
near Jordan’s border with Syr¬ 
ia. “I just wanted to help the 
Syrian people,” he explains as 
I meet him at the local church. 

Mafraq, a town of 60,000, 
now houses some 20,000 Syr¬ 
ian refugees. The church, sup¬ 
ported by Mercy Corps, an 
NGO, provides necessities like 


food and blankets to newly-ar¬ 
rived families, as well as a safe 
space for children and parents 
to rest. 

Canadian Haitham Betts, 
23, also helps out at the 
church, doing odd jobs and 
simply spending time with 
the new arrivals. “Helping 
people when they’re in a crisis 
situation is so important to 
them on a personal level,” he 
says. 

Of the UN World Food Pro¬ 
gramme’s staff of 80 in Jordan, 
33 are aged 35 or younger — 
nine of them Westerners. 
Mercy Corps reports that 80 
per cent of its volunteers are 
35 and under. 

Of course, this hugely 
complex and fast-moving 


refugee crisis isn’t managed 
by 20-somethings. “It’s im¬ 
portant to remember that the 
people in charge are officials 
with long-time emergency 
experience,” notes Marc Ver¬ 
gara, UNICEF’s Head of Com¬ 
munications in Jordan. 

And local Jordanian staff 
cany out a wide range of 
tasks, from delivering food 
to mounting tents. But the 
young Westerners are right 
here on the ground, providing 
a crucial service to thousands 
of desperate people. 

“I want people at home to 
understand the horrific levels 
of violence going on in Syria, 
and how terribly difficult it is 
to pack up and leave,” Aoife 
McConnell, a 27-year-old UN

NGOs typically pay a 
monthly salary, and a good 
one for the standards of 
the respective country. The 
employer often provides 
housing and trips back to 
one's home country. 


Above the thousands of sand- 
coloured tents in Zaatari flies 
an Italian flag. It’s the Italian 
hospital: Seven doctors, 10 
nurses and one dentist work in 
the modest building. 

“We have around 700 pa¬ 
tients per week,” Dr. Basham 
Anakrih, a Jordanian surgeon, 
tells me as I visit. 

As we speak, a man in a 
wheelchair is brought in by 
his son; he hands Anakrih a 
prescription that needs to be 
signed. The young doctor asks 
him a few questions and signs 
the form. Meanwhile, in an¬ 


other surgical room — closed 
only by a curtain — a colleague 
of Anakrih circumcises a baby 
boy. 

Though the hospital is small 
— the camp’s French and Mo¬ 
roccan hospitals have beds — it 
performs a crucial service to 
the Zaatari camp. 

“All equipment is paid for 
by Italy,” explains Anakrih as 
he proudly shows me the hos¬ 
pital’s incubator and X-ray ma¬ 
chine. 

Jordan provides the hospital 
staff.

Syria and the region are 
Level 3 (the highest UN 
emergency level). That 
means that UN agencies 
worldwide are asked to sup¬ 
ply staff, because they need 
people with experience in 
emergencies or technical 
skills like water and sanita¬ 
tion.

15 people in Jordan — now 
we’re at 50. 

The UN will make many 
of the staff assisting Syrian 
refugees permanent.

Online privacy. New tool 
lets you opt out of some 
of those creepy web ads 


Canadians who get spooked 
every time they see online ad¬ 
vertisements that seem to be 
based on their browsing histoiy 
now have a tool available to 
stop some of the snooping ads. 

The Digital Advertising Alli¬ 
ance Of Canada has launched 
youradchoices.ca, which allows 
web users to opt out of so-called 
behavioural advertising. 

Behavioural advertising is 
typically based on web browser 
“cookies” — small files that 
get dropped on your computer 
with information about brows¬ 
ing histoiy and habits. Advertis¬ 
ers can read those cookies and 


serve up product pitches tar¬ 
geted to individual web surfers. 

The opt-out tool currently 
stops consumers from receiv¬ 
ing behavioural ads from 115 
ad agencies, ad networks and 
companies. 

Behavioural ads paid for by 
those companies will soon be 
marked with a blue triangle¬ 
shaped icon, which will link 
to more information about the 
new opt-out system. 

But unmarked behavioural 
ads may still be pushed to con¬ 
sumers by companies not af¬ 
filiated with the voluntaiy pro¬ 
gram.

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Online piracy once 
again on the rise 


Washington. Industry 
lobbyists' have headed 
back to Capitol Hill to 
try and drum up interest 
among lawmakers 


The music and movie indus¬ 
tries are sounding the alarm 
again on online piracy, saying 
illegal downloads are on the 
rise and search engines like 
Google aren’t doing enough to 
stop them. 

Entertainment executives 
say they have no intention of 
hying to revive failed legisla¬ 
tion that would have imposed 
unprecedented regulations 
on Internet companies. That 


proposal last year prompted a 
fierce backlash from tech com¬ 
panies and activists who said it 
would damage the Internet as a 
free and open enterprise. 

But the industry’s top lobby¬ 
ists returned to Capitol Hill this 
week to try to renew interest in 
online piracy, which has largely 
fallen off the public’s radar. 

They are distributing to 
sympathetic lawmakers their 
own research on what they say 
are the growing perils of piracy 
— some of which is contested 
by Internet activists — and tell¬ 
ing Congress that Google and 
other search engines aren’t do¬ 
ing enough to redirect consum¬ 
ers away from known pirating 
sites. 

The suggestion was that pri¬ 
vate talks between entertain¬ 


ment executives and Google 
on anti-piracy efforts had failed 
to produce a solution, prompt¬ 
ing two lobbying giants — the 
Motion Picture Association of 
America and the Recording In¬ 
dustry Association of America 
— to make their case instead in 
news conferences and hearing 
rooms on Capitol Hill on Wed¬ 
nesday, while Google declined 
to comment. 

“We invite Google and the 
other major search engines to 
sit down with us to formulate a 
plan that goes beyond promises 
of action and actually serves its 
intended purpose of deterring 
piracy and giving the legitimate 
marketplace an environment 
to thrive,” RIAA Chairman Caiy 
Sherman told a House panel on 
Wednesday, the associated press

Jewel-encrusted 
skeletons discovered 

A relic hunter has lifted the lid 
on a macabre collection of 
400-year-old jewel-encrusted 
skeletons unearthed in 
churches across Europe. Art 
historian Paul Koudounaris has 
hunted down and 
photographed dozens of 
gruesome skeletonsin some of 
the world's most secretive 


religious establishments. 

This decorated skeleton of 
the martyrValerius, pictured, 
was discovered in the Roman 
Catacombs and transferred in 
the 18th century to the Church 
of Saint Peter and Paulin 
Weyarn, southeast Germany.

Richard: Mark, Death Wish 
— the Charles Bronson re¬ 
venge drama — painted its 
main character as a vigilante 
hero, someone who evened 
the score when the police 
couldn’t. Prisoners isn’t as cut 
and dried. It asks the ques¬ 
tion, how far would you go to 
get the information you need 
to protect your family? As 
played by Hugh Jackman, Kel¬ 
ler Dover is a conflicted man. 


I think he knows what he’s 
doing is wrong, but doesn’t 
see a choice. Either way, it’s 
going to get audiences talk¬ 
ing about the ethics of vigi- 
lantism. What did you think? 

Mark: There will be a lot of 
debate about the rougher 
scenes in this film. But it’s a 
debate that has been in the 
news all through Jack Bauer’s 
similar dilemma in 24 and 
the American waterboarding 
controversy. It probably goes 
back to Machiavelli and his 
“ends justifies the means” 
dictum. But no matter which 
side you are on this is a grip¬ 
ping thriller that didn’t let 
me go for its full two and a 
half hour running time. 

RC: It is good stuff, but it al¬ 


most felt like two movies to 
me. The first hour-and-a-half 
is a good family drama about 
a man pushed to extremes 
after the disappearance of his 
daughter, while the last hour 
feels different. I don’t want to 
give anything away, but it be¬ 
comes more like an episode of 
Criminal Minds than the first 
part. I enjoyed both halves, but 
I preferred the complexity of 
the family drama. 

MB: I guess the long first 
half gives it the depth so the 
second half feels more than 
an episode of Criminal Minds. 
It requires great acting, 
which it has, although seeing 
Hugh Jackman in the lead, I 
kept expecting him to burst 
into song in the first half 
hour. Did you like Paul Dano? 


Should he send Brad Dourif a 
cut of his paycheque? 

RC: I thought the perform¬ 
ances were uniformly strong. 
We’re used to seeing Jackman 
differently — as a superhero 
or as a 19th centuiy balladeer 
— but here he’s really volatile 
and powerful. Dano takes a 
tough, thankless role and in 
the little screen time he isn’t 
chained up or worse (no spoil¬ 
ers here!) keeps us wondering 
about the guilt or innocence 
of his character. 

MB: There are a lot of plot 
twists in this movie and 
Dano’s character is only one 
of them. This is the kind of 
movie you should see with an 
empty bladder because you 
won’t want to miss any tricks.

The 
thing is, everyone always 
assumes that it’s really easy,

But it’s 
veiy gratifying. And now that 
I have kids it’s great — when 
they’ll recognize that it’s me.

Julia Louis-Dreyfus. 
Actress gets a chance 
to exercise her 
tear-inducing chops 
in Enough Said 


At the suggestion that she’s 
the finest comedic actress of 
her generation, Julia Louis- 
Dreyfus sighs an expletive. 

The grandness of the state¬ 
ment may make Louis-Dreyfus 
squirm, but it’s worth con¬ 
sidering. Think about her, 
as Elaine Benes on Seinfeld, 
swooning over John F. Ken¬ 
nedy Jr. Think about her, as 
Vice-President Selina Meyer 
on Veep, strategically finishing 
a 10K race behind a disabled 
veteran but before a costumed 
contestant (“I’m not going to 
get beaten by a banana!”). 

Few comedians have both 
her gift for physical com¬ 
edy (furiously tearing away 
George Costanza’s toupee) 


and vocal precision (“He took 
it out”). In male-dominated 
worlds as varied as the dat¬ 
ing banter of Seinfeld and 
the Beltway politics of Veep, 
she’s suffered countless indig¬ 
nities, yet always remained 
feistily combative. 

“It’s a very joyful way to 
make a living,” Louis-Dreyfus 
remarked in a recent inter¬ 
view at the Toronto Inter¬ 
national Film Festival. “I kind 
of crave it, in a way. But it’s 
fun to make them cry, too.” 

In Enough Said, which Fox 
Searchlight will release Wed¬ 
nesday, Louis-Dreyfus transfers 
her comedic gifts to the big 
screen and, finally, gets to ex¬ 
ercise her tear-inducing chops. 

It’s also, somewhat stag¬ 
geringly, the first lead role in 
a feature film for the 52-year- 
old actress. 

“I’ve spent the bulk of my 
career doing television and 
raising two children, who 
I’m still raising. So the idea of 
working eight, nine months 


on a series and then on my 
break going off to do another 
project is something I just 
couldn’t work into my life,” 
says Louis-Dreyfus. “So I didn’t, 
much to my agent’s chagrin.” 

In Enough Said, which was 
written and directed by Nicole 
Holofcener (Lovely and Amaz¬ 
ing), Louis-Dreyfus plays a di¬ 
vorced Los Angeles masseuse 
and mother who begins dating 
the ex-husband (James Gan- 
dolfini) of a new friend (Cath¬ 
erine Keener). It’s a tender, 
unformulaic romantic comedy 
about the distrustful stage of 
middle age when romantic 
opportunities seem like inevit¬ 
able disappointment and chil¬ 
dren leave for college. 

“There was plenty to draw 
on,” says Louis-Dreyfus who, 
despite a career playing in¬ 
terminably single or divorced 
women, has been happily 
married for 25 years to SNL 
alum Brad Hall, with whom 
she has two sons. “I brought

He’s not crazy

In real life, James Spader 
doesn’t seem all that mena¬ 
cing. He’s downright cheer¬ 
ful as he arrives for an 
interview, playfully doffing 
his summer-ish fedora and 
placing it on a table on top 
of a reporter’s digital re¬ 
corder. 

Hatless, however, the 
newly shorn Spader has a 
decidedly different look. 
The Pretty in Pink actor 
wanted to mix it up for his 
role as a criminal master¬ 
mind who cuts a shocking 
deal with the FBI in the 
fall’s most promising new 
network thriller, The Black¬ 
list. 

The three-time Emmy- 
winner plays the notorious 
Raymond (Red) Reddington 
who, for decades, has given 
the FBI fits as one of their 
most wanted fugitives. In 
Monday’s pilot (10 p.m. 
E.T. on NBC and Global), 
he takes off a darker wide- 
brimmed fedora, gets down 
on his knees in the foyer of 
FBI headquarters in Wash¬ 
ington and surrenders. 

He does so, however, 
on his own terms: he will 
help the agency catch a 
long-thought-dead terrorist 
provided he speaks only to 
a rookie agent, Elizabeth 
(Liz) Keen (Megan Boone of 
Law & Order: Los Angeles). 
As they work through Red¬ 
dington’s long “blacklist” of 
enemies, the two are forced 
together into a cat-and- 
mouse relationship remin¬ 
iscent of the main players 
in Silence of the Lambs. 

Except this series is not 
like that movie at all, in¬ 
sists executive producer 
John Eisendrath. “It’s a 
great movie, and we would 
be lucky in some ways be 
compared to it, but I think 


there’s a big difference be¬ 
tween the characters on our 
show and the characters of 
Hannibal and Clarice,” says 
Eisendrath. “Red is not a 
psychopath. He is someone 
who is much more of an en¬ 
igma.” 

Spader agrees, saying 
the Silence of the Lambs 
impression disappears after 
the pilot. When Keen first 
meets Reddington, he’s in 
custody, shackled to a chair. 
In future episodes, he’ll be 
out in public, moving freely 
throughout the world. The 
Lambs imagery will end 
fairly soon, says Spader. 

It’s not the first time 
the Boston-born actor has 
played creepy or sinister. 
In his early films, such as 
Pretty in Pink, he had the 
bored swagger of an Ivy 
League lout. In Sex, Lies and 
Videotape and Crash, dan¬ 
ger and perversity lurked 
right below an icy calm ex¬ 
terior. 

Now 53, Spader has 
worked hard to broaden his 
persona through a diverse 
series of film, TV and stage 
roles, including his recent 
stint on The Office. 

Showing up for The 
Blacklist with closely 
cropped hair was all Spad¬ 
er’s idea. Part of it was his 
eagerness to cut any past 
impressions with the audi¬ 
ence. “Actors are burdened 
with everything else they’ve 
done before in any role 
they’re playing,” he said, 
“and I thought it would be 
nice to take off my hat and 
it’s an entirely different 
person.” 

Spader will be surprising 
fans yet again as the villain¬ 
ous robot Ultron in the next 
Avengers film, scheduled 
for release in 2015.

Men star hoping to mix up 
winning Emmy concoction 


Maybe one day, if you are 
very lucky, actress and 
noted hostess Christina 
Hendricks will invite you 
over for a party at her Los 
Angeles home. But, in all 
likelihood, she won’t (sorry, 
dreams). 

So it was up to us to ask 
the Mad Men actress how 
she earned such a good 
reputation as a hostess — so 
in the know, she doesn’t fear 
last-minute hosting duty.

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Sitcom pays homage to the past 


The Goldbergs. New 
series based on archive 
of VHS tapes from 
writer’s childhood 


From I Love Lucy at the dawn 
of TV, through Roseanne and 
Seinfeld and scores of long-for- 
gotten shows, situation comedy 
has found inspiration in the 
lives of its creators. 

But few sitcoms have been 
more autobiographical than 
The Goldbergs, which draws on 
the childhood and high-decibel 
domestic life of Adam Gold¬ 
berg, who grew up to be an ac¬ 
tor, director and producer. 

But before that, as this show 
reveals amusingly, was a pint- 
sized videographer, capturing 
the hijinlcs of his home life as a 
preteen with his family’s shoe¬ 
box-sized VHS camcorder. 

This was the 1980s, a sim¬ 
pler time when “there were no 
parenting blogs or peanut aller¬ 
gies,” as the show notes wist- 
ftilly, “just a whole lot of crazy.” 

Now the archive of tapes 
young Adam recorded (along 
with vivid memories he retains 
as an adult) propel The Gold¬ 
bergs, a full-throated, funny 



and oddly charming comedy 
that serves as a timeless hom¬ 
age to child-raising. 

“This is how you communi¬ 
cate: You scream and yell and 
a minute later eveiything is 


fine,” says Goldberg, summing 
up his family’s policy. “Then 
you move on.” 

And since there are more 
than 100 tapes reaching all the 
way into Goldberg’s college 


years with his family, there will 
be no shortage of source ma¬ 
terial if the show catches on. (It 
premieres Tuesday at 9 p.m. ET 
on ABC.) 

Goldberg says he nursed the 


idea for the show for years. 

“For a long time I just wasn’t 
ready to write something so 
personal about my family,” he 
says. “Then I had kids of my 
own, and I was able to look at 


how my parents raised me with 
some perspective.” 

Goldberg, now 42 and the 
father of a 5-year-old boy and a 
2-year-old daughter, is ably por¬ 
trayed as a precocious, camera- 
wielding 11-year-old by new¬ 
comer Sean Giambrone. 

Adam’s overbearing mother 
Beverly and gruff, excitable dad 
Murray are played by Wendi 
McLendon-Covey (Bridesmaids) 
and Jeff Garlin (Curb Your En¬ 
thusiasm). 

Viewers who wonder just 
how true-to-life the series is will 
have their doubts eased at the 
end of the first episode, when 
snippets from the show unfold 
alongside clips from Goldberg’s 
tapes that mirror the scripted 
words and actions. 

Goldberg says it was a two- 
minute sampler of the tapes 
that helped sell the show to the 
network, as well as certain of 
the actors on coming aboard. 

Goldberg says the family 
members were initially “waiy 
and nervous” at the notion 
of a sitcom about them, “but 
when they took another look at 
those old tapes, they were veiy 
touched: We yelled a lot, but 
at the end of the day we really 
loved each other.”

Tate gets on board with CTV’s Hostages 


When TV star Tate Donovan 
read the suspenseful script for 
his new series Hostages, he 
felt the same vibe he got when 
he worked on the edge-of- 
your-set legal drama Damages. 

“I was like, ‘Oh my God, 
this is a page-turner. This is 
so good,”’ he said in a recent 
interview. “I was so curious, 
‘How are they going to turn 
this into a television show?’ 

“Because it doesn’t feel 
like a television show to me. 
It seems pretty unusual for 
network television: It doesn’t 
wrap things up nicely at the 
end, the characters are shades 
of grey, eveiyone is sort of not 
really what they seem.” 

Debuting Monday on CTV 


and CBS, Hostages stars Oscar- 
nominated Toni Collette as 
Dr. Ellen Sanders, a surgeon 
whose family is held captive 
in their home by rogue FBI 
agent Duncan Carlisle, played 
by Dylan McDermott. 

Duncan wants Ellen to 
assassinate the president 
(James Naughton) when she 
operates on him, and she and 
her family have to go about 
their daily lives pretending 
eveiything is fine. Donovan 
plays Ellen’s husband, while 
Quinn Shephard and Mateus 
Ward play their children. 

Producer Jerry Bruck¬ 
heimer, whose storied re¬ 
sume includes the CSI fran¬ 
chise and The Amazing Race, 


is also behind the show that’s 
based on an Israeli series. 

The debut season will have 
15 episodes, each of which 
will represent a day in the 
stoiy that spans two weeks. 

“That’s one of the things 
that drew me to it, is that I don’t 
know — and I think that even 
the producers and the writ¬ 
ers aren’t exactly sure — how 
they’re going to get themselves 
out of this sort of hole that 
they’ve dug themselves into,” 
Donovan said earlier this sum¬ 
mer after shooting the pilot. 

“But to me, that’s veiy ex¬ 
citing, because I worked on 
the show Damages for a long 
time and that’s how every 
episode of Damages was. 


They just wrote themselves 
into these holes and ... we 
were just like, ‘How are you 
going to do this?’ It was veiy 
exciting to be a part of it.” 

Donovan predicted Col¬ 
lette’s character would suffer 
from Stockholm syndrome, 
and he revealed his character 
is “definitely not the best hus¬ 
band on the planet.” 

“But I think that every¬ 
body in the family sort of has 
a secret that the hostage situ¬ 
ation sort of exposes and ... 
by the end of the series, this 
family, even though it’s been 
through this traumatic, ter¬ 
rible experience, is actually 
healthier because of it.”

also a nephew of Kerouac, 
who died in 1969. 

Sampas also produced 
the documentary One Fast 
Move Or I’m Gone: Ker¬ 
ouac’s Big Sur and accom¬ 
panying album featuring 
Jay Farrar of Son Volt and 
Ben Gibbard of Death Cab 
For Cutie. The response to 
those projects encouraged 
him to further explore the 
musical possibilities around 
his uncle’s work. 

“There’s a musicality in 
both his prose and poetry 
that worked well,” he said. 

A few of the participat¬ 


ing artists followed Sampas’ 
suggestion and recorded 
songs using the novelist’s 
own words for lyrics. Others 
were inspired by the story, 
he said. 

Peter Bradley Adams, one 
of the artists who recorded 
a song for the tribute, wrote 
his own lyrics for She Has to 
Come Down. 

He’s a Kerouac fan but 
said he didn’t know Trist¬ 
essa until Sampas contacted 
him. “I read it and really re¬ 
sponded to it,” Adams said. 
“It’s a really fun, cool pro¬ 
ject to do.” 

The disc, released this 
week by the Boston-area 
firm Reimagine Music, fea¬ 
tures 19 singer-songwriters 
and is named Esperanza: 
Songs From Jack Kerouac’s 
Tristessa. Esperanza is said 
to be the real name of the 
woman who was Kerouac’s 
inspiration for the story. 

“Despite what every¬ 
one says, there are a lot of 
people who still read books 
out there,” Adams said.

The wondrous life of Junot Diaz 


New book. Writer 
explores immigrant 
experience in This Is 
How You Lose Her 


He has won a Pulitzer, teaches 
Americans how to write at MIT 
and his Spanish-sprinkled stor¬ 
ies have been acclaimed in the 
United States. 

But Junot Diaz, who arrived 
from the Dominican Republic 
at the age of six, says he has 
never stopped feeling like an 
immigrant. 

And he thinks the idea of 
immigration reform is as ro¬ 
mantic as the coming of Jesus. 

“I am not a believer so I 
don’t know,” he said with skep¬ 
ticism in a recent interview. 

“I hope he comes for who¬ 
ever believes in him. And it’s 
the same thing (with immi¬ 
gration reform),” he added. “I 
haven’t seen much either from 
our political leadership or 
from our president. ... I don’t 
know, to me, when I see it, I’ll 
believe it. I can simply say that 
what I’ve seen most concretely 


is an immense hostility toward 
immigrants and an immense 
disrespect for eveiything that 
we do for this country.” 

Diaz, who received the Pul¬ 
itzer Prize for fiction in 2008 
for his debut novel, The Brief 
and Wondrous Life of Oscar 
Wao, and who teaches cre¬ 
ative writing at the Massachu¬ 
setts Institute of Technology, 
is promoting the Spanish and 
paperback editions of his most 
recent book, This Is How You 
Lose Her, a collection of short 
stories about love, sex and es¬ 
trangement that, like his pre¬ 
vious work, gives the reader 
a look inside the immigrant 
experience. 

“I’m not certain that any¬ 
one stops being an immigrant. 
With that said, I certainly 
never stopped being one,” Diaz 
said. “I think most people have 
very little experience about the 
internal lives of immigrants 
and the reality of immigra¬ 
tion. We have a lot of myths 
about it, and boy do we love 
our myths. We assume that im¬ 
migration is a deficiency that 
can be overcome, that there’s 
some strange advance that one 


makes where one sheds this in¬ 
adequacy to attain some sort of 
national purity.” 

The author, 44, also said that 
the rush to “overcome the im¬ 
migrant” is a reflection of how 
immigrants and the process of 
immigration make people un¬ 
comfortable, something that is 
also reflected in a term he finds 
“sloppy”: Spanglish. 

Asked what he thought 
about what some Spanish 
scholars fear is the deforma¬ 
tion of the language in the 
United States, he said he’s 
more interested in the fact that 
today the U.S. has a massive bi¬ 
lingual community that is con¬ 
stantly replenished with the 
arrival of new immigrants in a 
way not seen in recent histoiy. 

“And the ability of the 
community to actively bor¬ 
row from their vocabulary! 
You have Colombians being 
influenced by Venezuelans in 
the United States. You have 
Salvadorans being influenced 
by Puerto Ricans, you have 
Mexicans,” he said. “We have 
multiple Spanishes and I think 
people are becoming multiply 

fluent.” THE ASSOCIATED PRESS

“My brother and my wife 
died in the same week, and 
I’m very much a people-per¬ 
son, and my father was a veiy 
strong person and he always 
said, ‘the only thing that car¬ 
ries you through life is your 
friends, just be careful to al¬ 
ways look after them.’ And in 
this moment of tough times, 
it proved exactly right.

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As usual Sparks fly in author’s latest love story 


Q&A. Creator of The 
Notebook and other 
romantic masterpieces 
talks about The 
Longest Ride, research, 
bullriding and 
cherishing his wife

Nicholas Sparks is back this 
fall with his latest, The Long¬ 
est Ride, which weaves back 
and forth between two dif¬ 
ferent couples’ love stories. 
Characters we meet include 
Ira, a 91-year-old man strand¬ 
ed after a car crash and think¬ 
ing back on his decades-long 
marriage, and Sophia, an East 
Coast gal who meets Luke, 
a bullrider, on a fluke night 
out. Sparks, known for roman¬ 
ces that readers devour and 
often become movies (most 
recently Safe Haven) spoke to 
Metro about getting into the 
minds of an elderly man and 
a college student, and keeping 
the romance alive at home. 

How did you come up with this 
idea? A recent trip to the rodeo? 

Stories come from a variety 
of different ideas. Sometimes 
they’ve been inspired by events 
in my past or people that I 


know, or a scene that I want to 
explore. This particular novel 
came from an image of what 
I wanted the big surprise at 
the end of the book to be. I 
knew that, and then I knew 
the feeling that I wanted to 
create, surprise and wonder 
and “Oh my goodness, I can’t 
believe that just happened, did 
I read that right?” This is what 
I wanted to create, so I said, 
“OK, so to put that in motion, 
art plays a role, how do we put 
that together?” 

What was different about writ¬ 
ing this? 

The way I wrote it was differ¬ 
ent. Basically what I did was, 

I wrote Ira and Ruth’s stoiy 
up to the point where Ira’s 
stoiy intersects with Luke and 
Sophia’s. Then I literally set Ira 
aside, on my desk by my com¬ 
puter. Then I wrote Luke and 
Sophia’s stoiy. Then I wrote all 
the way through to the end. 

... Then it took three hours to 
drop all those sections into the 
appropriate place. 

What kind of research do you 
do for your books? Do you ever 
feel you need to explore what 
your characters do - in this case, 
that would be riding bulls or 
being trapped in a car? 

I did not ride any bulls, but 
I’ve watched a lot of YouTube 
videos. My kids like (watch¬ 
ing) the bull riding, my wife 
and I enjoy it. Certainly I did 



a lot of research, reading into 
bullriding in general. I have 
a brother-in-law who lives on 
a ranch, and so much of the 
information about the ranch, 
including the size of the ranch 
and how they spend their 
days, is really drawn from his 
specific experience. The 4H, 
that’s my nephew’s experi¬ 
ence, the horse named Horse, 
that’s my brother-in-law.... 
They had to roll the pumpkins 


and shape the trees. I asked 
the same questions as Sophia, 
“What do you mean you have 
to roll the pumpkins?” These 
are literally drawn straight 
from my conversations. 

What’s something you haven’t 
been able to experiment with 
yet? A setting, or a genre or a 
character? 

I’m really fortunate in that 
the genre I work in allows 


me to really experiment with 
a lot of elements from other 
genres. Safe Haven, I was able 
to add a thriller element. In 
The Notebook, I was able to 
add nostalgia. In The Longest 
Ride, I’m able to add an epic 
element. I’m veiy pleased, be¬ 
cause the novels I write really 
explore the entire realm of 
human emotion: fear, surprise, 
mysteiy. I’m allowed to cover 
those things. 


Last question for you. You 
write such romantic books. Is 
there a high expectation of 
flowers and romantic dates 
in the Sparks household? 
There is. I do get my wife 
flowers, I send her cards. 

I just got her perfume for 
no reason, put it on her 
pillow with a card. I do my 
best. She’s a great lady and 
she deserves a little bit of 
romance.

This recipe, a South African take on kebabs, is a staple of the country's National Braai Day celebrations, courtesy distell group limited 


Braai. The Afrikaans 
term for barbecue is a 
custom so prevalent in 
South Africa that it was 
given its own holiday. 
Celebrate on Sept 24. 


1. Heat the oil in a frying pan 
and saute the onion rings and 
green pepper blocks until veiy 
lightly cooked, making sure 
the onion rings remain in¬ 
tact. Drain them on absorbent 
paper. 

2 . Combine the apricot jam, 
vinegar, sugar, bay leaves, gar¬ 
lic, salt, pepper, turmeric and

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Good gourd! Autumn 
gets bottled up early 


Pumpkin Ale. Fall 
doesn’t officially start 
until Sunday, but these 
seasonal brews have 
been in some stores 
for a month. 


It’s bad enough that back- 
to-school comes in June, and 
Halloween arrives in July. 
And of course we all know 
Christmas begins in Septem¬ 
ber. But now even the craft 
beer industry is caving to 
seasonal creep. 

This year, the beer drink¬ 
er’s harbinger of autumn — 
pumpkin ales — apparently 
couldn’t hold off until the 
pumpkins actually ripened. 

Summer doesn’t officially 
end until Sunday, but some 
craft brewers couldn’t even 
wait until then to roll out 
their pumpkin and other 
fall seasonal beers. 

Many already have 
been in stores and on taps 
for a month. And not all 
beer drinkers are saying, 
“Cheers!” 

“Everyone likes pumpkin 
beer, but you don’t want it 
to come too soon. I defin¬ 
itely like to drink it in the 
appropriate season,” says 
Nate Marsden, 23, of Boston, 
who nonetheless recently 
gave in to the temptation 
of his favourite seasonal 
brew, Pumicing, an imperial 
pumpkin ale from Southern 
Tier Brewing Co. 

He’s got company. Beer 
connoisseurs who wanted to 
savour summer a bit long¬ 
er have been airing their 
gripes on social media. Tak¬ 


ing to Twitter with hashtags 
such as #HolidayFail and 
#SummersNotOver, people 
like Andrew Hickey let it 
be known they weren’t im¬ 
pressed with the early start. 

Forget being irritated 
about baclc-to-school ads, 
the 33-year-old tweeted — 
complete with a photo of 
the offending brew — back 
on Aug. 16. “Why is there 
pumpkin ale already on 
shelves?!?” 

“I think it’s just a rushing 
the season kind of thing,” 
said Hickey, of East Bruns¬ 
wick, N.J. “I’m guilty of 
drinking them but it seems 
like it’s getting earlier and 
earlier each year.” 

Brewers were quick to ex¬ 
plain that they didn’t have 
much choice. They said in¬ 
creased demand and the size 
of their breweries meant 
they needed to start making 
the beer earlier. And that 
means it gets to consumers 
earlier, too. 

“If you think it’s too early 
for Pumpkin Ale, don’t go 
get some,” Schlafly Beer in 
St. Louis posted on its web¬ 
site in August. “It will still 
be on shelves for the next 
couple months (hopefully) 
and you can pick some up 
down the road.” 

Dan Kopman, the brew¬ 
ery’s co-founder, said that 
in a perfect world they’d 
have their summer offerings 
available through the end of 
summer, then start selling 
their fall beers soon after. 
“When something changes 
that has been very tradition¬ 
al, you’re always going to get 
a comment,” he says. “It’s a 
great problem to have and is 
simply reflecting what’s go¬ 


ing on in the market.” 

Bars across the United 
States also have weighed in 
on the availability of pump¬ 
kin beers when temper¬ 
atures are still hovering in 
summer status. 

“We will not be tapping 
pumpkin beers until the 
fall, when the season is ap¬ 
propriate,” says An Bui, the 
self-proclaimed chief beer 
officer at Mekong, a Viet¬ 
namese restaurant in Rich¬ 
mond, Va., that offers 50 re¬ 
volving taps and more than 
200 varieties of bottled beer. 
“Seasonal beers are where 
you taste the fruit or the 
flower of that period,” Bui 
says. “It’s so early. What’s 
going on?” 

Those who follow the 
retail trade also noted a 
possible reason for the pre¬ 
mature arrival, aside from 
needing to start production 
earlier: capturing early de¬ 
mand. 

“When you’re selling sea¬ 
sonal merchandise, there’s 
only a certain profit pool 
available to be had from 
that,” says Craig R. John¬ 
son, president of Customer 
Growth Partners, a retail 
consultancy. “If your object¬ 
ive is to capture the max¬ 
imum share of the profit 
pool, you want to have your 
goods out there early be¬ 
cause you’ll be first in the 
marketplace.” 

And Marshal Cohen, 
chief industry analyst with 
The NPD Group, says brands 
and businesses trying to get 
that top-of-mind business 
are “willing to risk the ab¬ 
surd — even earlier than 
expected.”

Oilers lock up RNH 
to seven-year deal

The Edmonton Oilers have 
taken another step in locking 
up their young core by sign¬ 
ing Ryan Nugent-Hopkins to a 
seven-year contract. 

Nugent-Hopkins got 
$42 million US, the same 
amount the Oilers gave Tay¬ 
lor Hall on his seven-year 
deal. The $ 6-million cap hit 
is also the same as Jordan 
Eberle’s, making for uni¬ 
formity among Edmonton’s 
top young forwards. 

“We felt when we did the 
contracts with Taylor Hall 
and Jordan Eberle, that at that 
point we knew we’d be doing 
a veiy similar, if not identical, 
contract to what we did with 
those players,” Oilers general 
manager Craig MacTavish 
told reporters. “This is just a 
reflection of how highly we 
hold Ryan within our organ¬ 
ization.” 

Nugent-Hopkins under¬ 
went surgeiy on his left 
shoulder April 23 to repair a 
torn labrum. He’s currently 
skating but has been non- 
commital about being ready 
in time for the start of the 
NHL season. 

But that doesn’t concern 
MacTavish. 

“During the term of this 
contract I feel veiy strongly 
he’s going to outperform the 
number on the contract,” 
he said. “I don’t know when 
that’s going to happen but 


I anticipate it will happen 
pretty soon during the length 
of this contract.” 

Predictably, Nugent-Hop¬ 
kins is veiy pleased to have 
the deal done. His extension 
starts in the 2014-15 season. 

“I definitely want to come 
back and play my best when¬ 
ever I am ready to play,” he 
said. “I’m just happy to be 
here, to be locked up for the 
next so many years. 

“It’s going to be great.” 

Nugent-Hopkins down¬ 
played the significance of 
his cap hit being the same as 
Hall’s and Eberle’s. 

“I don’t think any of us real¬ 


ly worried about it too much,” 
he said. “Once you get on the 
ice you kind of forget about all 
that stuff and you just want to 
go out there and play and per¬ 
form the best for the team. 

“Obviously having all 
three of us the same is not 
going to cause any problems 
even though it wouldn’t any¬ 
way. It’s definitely exciting 
for all of us.” 

But Nugent-Hopkins said 
his first goal is to get to the 
point physically where he can 
play. 

“Obviously my first pri¬ 
ority is getting healthy and 
making sure that I’m ready 


to play,” he said. “Getting the 
contract done now is defin¬ 
itely a positive thing. 

“It’s something I don’t 
have to worry about and 
something that’s not on my 
mind, not even a little bit. I 
just want to get back healthy 
and get back to playing.” 
MacTavish said he never ap¬ 
proached Hall and/or Eberle 
during his contract talks 
with Nugent-Hopkins. 

Nugent-Hopkins, the first 
pick in the 2011 draft, has 22 
goals and 54 assists in 102 ca¬ 
reer NHL games. He had four 
goals and 20 points in 40 games 
last season, the Canadian press

Just like anything else, proper 
maintenance of your residential 
or commercial garage door will 
add years of safe operation to 
this large piece of equipment. 
Typically, these doors run 
regularly for years before they 
get any attention.

A reputable technician will 
check that the cables are
